MAKE BIG CREDIT 


Town Society of Milwaukee 


Trade Balance of More than 
$33,000,000 Established 
Abroad, Reports Show. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 1—Restora- 
tion of many trade currents and estab- 
lishment of a substantial export balances 
by American commerce in October was 
indicated tonight In statements from 
principal ports issued by the treasury 
department. Telegraphic reports from 
cities which handle about 72 per cent of 


| the country’s export trade showed that 
from Oct. § to 31, inclusive, a trade bal-, 


ance of more than $33,000,000 was estab- 
lished. 


Cotton Exports Big Factor. 

If figures from the remaining ports 
show the same proportions the October 
gain over the export balance for Sep- 
tember will amount to more than $17,- 
060,000. Part of the gain in exports war 
ascribed to cotton shipments, which ha¢@ 
been almost suspended by the European 
upheaval. During the week ending Oct. 
26, 112,053 bales of cotton were exported, 
and on last Thursday alone 43,903 bales 
were sent abroad. 

Total exports from the principal cities 
from Oct. 5 to 31 amounted to $139,063 631. 
compared with imports of $106,341,261. 
The imports represented about 87 per 
cent of the total for all the country, and 
the exports 72 percent. In September the 
exports were wortH $156.337,333, com- 
pared with imports of $140,089,611.

For seven years “J. C. R.,” etriving 
vainly to patch the thread of memory and 
find his home and relatives, was a na- 
tional enigma, A few months ago a Chi- 
cago Woman identified him as her missing 
son, Earl les, and “J. C. R.” gained a 
name and a home at the coat of his quon- 
dam fame. Bereft of his chief attributes 
of interest, the man and his little tragedy 
dropped from sight. 

But today “J.C. R.” isa man of mys- 
tery again—and one of deeper mystery, 
perhaps, than ever. 

In the Dickinson District court, in North 
Dakota, sensational charges are fiying 
between “J. C. RR.” and J. H. Caldwell, a 
wealthy rancher. ‘J.C. R.”" now asserts 
that Caldwell is his father and is trying 
to establish hie identity as the rancher’s 
son through the courts. 


Seeks $100,000 Fortune. 

If he wins the suit only a legal formality 
lies between “J. C. R.”’ and $100,000 in 
North Dakota real estate, together with 
interest thereon for ten. years. 

Caldwell has countered with an applica- 
tion for the dismissal of his self-avowed 
son's action. In his application he 
charges that H. E. Pitkin of 655 Grove- 
land park, Chicago, and J. D, Greene- 
baum, who hase offices in the Ashland 
block here, knew they were attempting 
fraud when they procured the signature 
of “J. C. R.” to papers in civil suits 
pending. 

Greenebaum’s name is a new one in con- 
nection with “J.C. R.” and hie mystery. 
Pitkin's is.more familiar. ! 

It was Pitkin’s wife, it may be recalled, 
who declared “J.C. R.” to be her son by 
her first husband, took him from Oak For- 
eat and installed him in her home. 


Iles’ Departure Quiet. 

There was much publicity when “ J. C, 
R.”’ became Ear! lies officially and took up 
residence with the Pitkins. But when he 
left them he went so quietly that none but 
his late ‘‘ family ’’ knew of his ‘leparture, 

It appears that for the last couple of 
months the mystery man has been in 
Dickinson. In the first part of that time 
he was busy asking questions of old resi- 
dents—or rather writing them, for along 
with his other afflictions he is a mute. 

The answers to the questions seemed 
to satisfy “J.C. R.”’ He filed suit against 
Caldwell. Simultaneously papers in lis 
pendens were filed, making it impossible 
for Caldwell to transfer his lands in whole 
or in part. 


Town Given a Shock, 

Dickingon rubbed its eyes and sat up 
with a start when news of the sult filtered 
through town. The “dummy,” who had 
been going up and down Main street with 
his pencil, his paper, and his ever in- 
creasing questions about old times, had 
come into the open and announced him- 
self as no other than Jay Allen Caldwell 
old man Caldwell’s son. 

And did Dickinson remember Jay? 
Well, you might say Dickinson did when, 
after being out of sight for twelve years, 
he was still one of the town’s most ip 
teresting topics of diséussion. 

No one who was willing to admit the 
fact knew what had happened to Jay.

ERBSTEIN PREDICTS IT. 


Has Reporters Call for “Big 
Story” at 7:80, and 
Sure Enough He

After a prediction of sensational de- 
velopmente by Attorney Charies Erbstein 
the Raymond poison mystery gained new 
notoriety yesterday as the result of a 
kidnaping in which the child in the case 
wae stolen on scheduled time and later re- 
stored to her mother. 

Reporters who besieged Erbstein during 
the afternoon in his room at the Hotel 
Sherman were told by the attorney that 
there wasinothing for pubiication,. Later 
he told them if they met him at the hotel 
at 7:30 he would have a good story for 
them. 

At five minutes after the appointed time 
Mr. Erbsteim and a number of reporters 
were seated in the lobby of the hotel when 
& page called the attorney to the tele- 
phone. Hrbstein excused himself from 
the party, but returned In several min- 
utes, 

“Mother Is Frantic.” 

“The child is gone,” he said, looking 
from one to another of his listeners. ‘“‘ The 
baby has been stolen—kidnaped. Mrs. 
Raymond, the mother, just called me on 
the telephone. She is frantic over the 
disappearance of the baby.”’ 

“Where did it happen?” asked a re- 
porter. 

“In front of the home of Attorney 
Frank Douglas at 6621 Yale avenue.” 
said Erbstein. “Mrs. Raymond is a 
cousin of Mrs. Douglas. Mrs. Raymond's 
8 year old girl, June, has been in the cus- 
tody of the Douglases. 

“ Mr. Page, attorney for Mr. Raymond, 
Mrs. Douglas and Mra, Raymond met at 
the hotel here this afternoon. They agreed 
to leave the child in the custody of the 
Douglases on the condition that Mrs. 
Raymond could see the baby for an hour 
each day. I would not sign the agreement 
personally because I don’t believe that 
any one has a right to keep a mother 
away from her child without a court or- 
der, 


Strange Gas Car. 

“It was just about 7:30 when the little 
girl accompanied by ithe little Douglas 
boy ran down the front steps of the 
Douglas home. Mrs. Raymond says that 
June told her she was going out in front 
to switch on the lights in the Raymond 
electric. Just then it was noticed that 
@ gas car was drawn up to the curb not 
far behind. the electric. 

‘‘Mre. Raymond says a well dressed 
young man jumped out of the car and 
picked June up. He carried her into the 
motor and the machine spe@away. Mrs. 
Raymond doesn't know -ewhat to think. 
She doesn't know,whether some of her 
relatives have taken the child to restore 
to her later or whether some’ friends of 
her husband have taken it to keep itaway 
from her altogether.” 

Reporters rushed for the Douglas home 
on the south side. When Mr. Dougias.

kidnaping he said he had nothing to say. 
Later all doore in the house were locked 
and no one would answer the bell. 


Reports to Police. 

In the meantime Mrs. Raymond drove 
downtown in her electric and picked up 
Erbstein at the Hotel Sherman. They 
went to the detective bureau, whore the 
mother and her attorney reported the dis- 
appearance of the child to the police. 
Sleuths immediately were assigned to the 
case. 

Drbetein was asked for his opinion on 
the kidnaping. 

“It's an outrage,” he said. “I don't 
know who did it. No, I don’t know 
whether Mrs. Raymond’s brother had 
anything to do with it. I suppose they 
will try to charge me tee kidnaping the 
child. ’f 

One hour after the kidnaping had been 
reported to the police Erbstein told re- 


porters Mrs, Raymond had been taken to 


hysterical condition, and there she had 
found the child waiting for her.

First Ship Carrying Foods 
Sails from New 
York Tuesday, 


OTHERS ASKED TO AID, 


New York, Nov. 1—The Rockefeller 
Foundation has decided to employ its 
immense resources for the relief of non- 
combatants In the countries afflicted by 
the war and stands ready to give “millions 
of dollars, if necessary "’ for the purpose. 
This was announced tonight by John D. 
Rockefeller Jr., president of the Founda- 
tion. 

In pursuance of this plan, the Founda- 
tion will send a commission to Europe 
in a few days to report as to how, when 
and where aid can be given most effective- 
ly. Ata cost of $275,000, it has chartered 
a ship and loaded it with 4,000 tons of pro- 
visions, 

Vessel Will Sail 1 Puseday. 
The ship is the Massapequa, the largest 
neutral vessel now in New York harbor. 
It will sail Tuesday morning for Rotter- 
dem with a certification from the British 
consul at New York that its cargo is des- 
tined for the use of Belgian noncombat- 


The supplies are consigned to the Ameri- 
can consul at Rotterdam and will be dis- 
tributed by the Beigian relief commission. 
Mr. Rockefeller has been in Communica- 
tion with Ambassador Page at London, 
and has made public a cablegram in 
igvhich the ambassador describes thé dire 
eed of the Belgians, and says that” it 
will require $1,000,000 a month for seven 
or eight months to prevent starvation.” 
**In fact,” the ambassador said, “ many 
will starve now before food can reach 
them.” He added that the British gov- 
ernment forbids the export of food, and 
that none can be bought on the continent. 


Rose Will Lead Committee. 

“In order to obtain expert opinion as 
to the time, place, and means of giving 
aid most éffectively,” Mr. Rockefeller's 
statement says, “‘ the Foundation has ar- 
ranged to send to Europe a commission 
which shall visit the countries affected, 

“The chairman of the commission will 
be Mr. Wickliffe Rose, director general of 
the international health commission, 
whose successful experience in organ/z- 
ing the campeign against hookworm ils-, 
ease in various parts of the world pecu- 
liarly fits him for the task. | 
' +* "The sending of such a mission will not 
make unnecessary the efforts of otner 
agencies of relief, f6r the need is wide- 
spread and millions of people are suffer- 
ing. All steps which the Rockefeller 
Foundation takes will be absolutely neu- 
tral. 

Help Sought by Page. 

“To avoid delay and to provide relief 
at the earliest possible moment for the 
suffering people of Belgium, the founda- 
tion has chartered the largest neutral 
ship available in New York harbor and 
purchased a full cargo of supplies, to be 
dispatched immediately. 7 
“ This action will supplement the public 
spirited efforts of the Belgian relief com- 
mittee, of which Mr. Robert W. De For- 
est ig chairman. That.the necessity is 
vital and worthy of the heartiest support 
is indicated by the following cablegrams 
which, in reply to inquiries, we have re- 
ceived from Mr. Page, the American am- 
bassador at London: 
“*WMany Belgians are on the verge of 
starvation. I emphatically regard it 
most opportune to help. I have neyer 
known such a ¢ase of need.

FLIES OVER LINES 


“ The war in Europe will drag along for 
two or three years. This seems to be the 
feeling abroad.” 

This is the feeling of John T. McCutch- 
eon, cartoonist and war correspondent for 
Tue TRIBUNE, who returned to Chicago 
yesterday. Mr. McCutcheon was the 
guest of the general staff of the German 
army. He flew over the battle lines in a 
biplane with a German army aviator, 
something no other war correspondent has 
achieved. He talked with members of the 
genera! staff of the Germanarmy and ob- 
tained their views. .As the guest of Lord 
Roberts at Ascot he obtained the opinions 
of British army officers and officials. 

“It seems to be the general opinion that 
the war will be of long duration,” he said. 
‘‘I don’t see how it can end inside of a 
year. 


Believe War May Be Draw. 

“Some Englishmen expressed the view 
that it would be a draw. Others main- 
tained that it would not be over until 
Germany had been crushed. Still others 
expressed the view that if It went three 
years it would end ina draw, with the 
odds slightly in favor of the Germans, if 
anything. | 

“ The Germans say they have plenty of 
money and plenty of food. They are de- 
termined. They say they will fight until 
the last man has fallen. They claim they 
will reach Paris before Christmas. Trains 
are coming and going coristantly from the 
front. One carries the.-wounded home; 
another passes it with an equal numiber 
of fresh men fully equipped. They say 
they can put 10,000,000 men in the field. 
They feel they dre fighting for existence, 


Germans Belittle Russians. 

‘“‘The German attitude toward the vari- 
ous nations‘is interesting. The Russians 
they seem to hold in contempt; they don't 
appear to pay much attention to them. 
They bélieve the Russians make good 
soldiers, but they think the officers and 
strategists more or less of a joke. The 
French they pity. Toward the British 
they are bitter. 

“There is admiration on both sides for 
deeds of valor. Whenan English aviator 
flew over Dusseldorf and dropped @ bomb 
on the Zeppelin sheds there the news- 
papers gave him generous notice, ap- 
plauded the act, and expressed the hope 
that some German ayiator would return 
the compliment. In England I found 
great admitation for the captain of the 
Emden, thé ship which has been sinking 
go many ships in the Indian oceah. 


Britain Fully Aroused. ~~ 

‘One of the most impressive thinga, to 
my mind, is the change of attitude of the 
British. Whem I went through England 
on my way over the people had not awak- 
ened to the magnitude and meaning of the 
war.

1t 
is difficult to imagine him working out the details 
of a statute or considering a)! the effects of a meus- 
ure which is designed to accomplish a certain spe- 
cifie thing. As one of the minority to fight an in- 
trenched machine in the United States senate he 
would have no superior. As one of an organization 
to frame wise laws for the improvement of business 
conditions he would be of Jess value. 

He was one of the majority of the Dunne school 
board, and it is not recorded that he showed any 
constructive ability at that time. 

lawrence Y. Sherman is the Republican Seed | 
date. He was first nominated by the direct pri- 
maries over Senator Cullom in 1912. He was a 
delegate at large to the Republican national con- 
vention, and was one of the most influential of tie 
Roosevelt delegates. He “it was who formulated 
the parliamentary theory upon which Roosevelt fol- 
lowerg base their claim of a Stolen convention. 

After the convention and the formation of the 
Progressive party he elected to retain his Repub- 
lican direct primary nomination. He was elected jn 
the legislature by the Republican members in can- 
bination with the Democrats only after a fusion 
between the Republicaus and Progressives had failed.

With all our laws and movements and com- 
mittees for the elimination from our dally life of 
all chances unfavorable to life, limb, health, and 
property are we in no danger of saving the pody 
at the expense of thé spirit? Too great security 
breeds weaklings, and too nervous a regard for 
physical safety is not only craven but ultimately 
unwise. Our nation, if it Is to be great and free, 
must set high value on the courage, resourceful- 
ness, and high spirit of the individual citizen. 
Now, courage is nourished on dangers coped with, 
and the prudent soul that always “ plays sate” 
cannot be called high or noble. Our evolution 
up to this point has always been conditioned by 
the need of self-preservation in the face of in- 
numerable enveloping dangers, the creature that 
hesitated to take ¢hances or always avoided 
threatened injury soon ceased to exist, either as 
species or individual. Hence, our bodies, our 
minds, our very spirits have been evolved, in 
part, at least, to fulfill this function of coping 
with some kind of danger.

HEREAS, the Enelish and 

French armies have left their 

bands at hore [the Scotch reg- 

iments, howevér, retaining their 

bagpipes}, the German regi- 

ments have all taken their bands to the 

front, and repeated mention has bsen 

é in the dispatches and letters from 

the seat of war of the manner in which 

the German troops were incited to en- 

thusiasm in attack by the inspiriag 

strains of their national melodies, .1In 

fact, they may be described aa having 

been played forward to their assaults 9n 
the enemy's positions. 

One of the most picturesque features 
of the German regimental band is the 
peculiar sort of standard which it car- 
ries. It consists of a pole, surmounted 
by a crescent, and has about half a dozen 
bars fastened crosswise of increasing 
length, eo as to form a sort of triangle¢; 
the cros#bars being decorated with long 
bunches of horschair and with sleigh- 
bells. 

A hundred years ago these standards 
were in use in the British army, where 
they received. the nickname of “ jingling 
Johnnies,” They were indeed adopted 
by most of the military powers of Ku- 
rope, but Germany is the only one to re- 
tain them to the present day. 

The bandsman bearing the “ jingling 
Johnny” keeps his eye on the band- 
master and emphasizes the latter's siz- 
nals when to stop or start the music. 


—~>— 

The ‘“‘ jingling Johnnies ” hail origitaily 
from Turkey, and there the number of 
horse tails with which they were adorned 
depended upon the rank of the pagha iu 
chief command, whence the now almost 
obsolete expression of ‘‘a pasha of wix 
tails,’’ of *‘ nineitails,"’ étc. 

The first western nation to adopt them 
was Prussia, owing to the gift to Fred- 
erick the Great by the Turkish sultan, 
Mustapha IIl., of an entire Janissary. 
band of 100 pieces, 

This Janissary band was more remark- 
able for the noise which it made than for 
the quality of its music, which consisted 
by all accounts of a series of frightful 
and ear piercing squeals, emitted by 
reed pipes of the most wonderful shaps 
and fashion, and bagpipes of such amaz- 
ing power that if played in Scotland they 
would have driven all the deer and grouse 
south of the Tweed, 

It is said that the Turkish commanders 
found the so-called Janissary squeals 
particularly useful in drowning the 
groans and cries of the wounded, sounds 
that today are obliterated by the roar of 
the quick firing guns and the nerve rack- 
ing rattle of the Maxima, 

By degrees the members of Fredericix 
the Great's Janissary band died off, suc- 
cumbing to the rigors of the Prussian 
wiriters. Their places were taken by 
native Germans, and long before Freder- 
ick’s death thé Janissary squeal*had be- 
come a thing of the past, and only the 
“jingling Johnny” and some of ths 
Janissary reed instruments remained to 
recall its existence in the Prussian army,

The first Napoleon was a great believer 
in the inspirating effect of martial music 
in battle, and during his wars in the early 
portion of the nineteenth century all the 
belligerent powers caused their armies 
to be accompanied into the field by their 
regimental bands. 


British armies all took their bands along 
with them, But after the Alma the Br'it- 
ish bandemen found fighting so much 
more congenial than playing that they | 
threw away their instruments and shoul- 
dered the muskets of the dead and 
wounded.

Among the people shut up in Kimberley 
was Cecil Rhodes, and the most extraor- 
dinary stories are related of his behavior 
during the course of the siege and of his 
constant quarrels with Col. Kekewich, 
who declined to régard him as anything 
else than an ordinary citizen or to con- 
sider that the personal safety of the so- 
called Colossus was a consideration of 
greater importance than that of the entire 
city and its defenders. 

True, it would have gone hard with 
Rhodes if Kimberley had been taken and 
he had fallen into the hands of the Boers. 
Not only would the entire diamand indus- 
try of South Africa, in which he was so 
largely interested, have been ruined for 
many years to come, but the enormous 
wealth of stones would have been seized 
by the enemy, while the Boers had loudly 
proclaimed that, if they caught Rhodes, 
they would put him in a wooden cage and 
carry him off to Pretoria as the one man 
of all others responsible for the war. 

It was in vain that Rhodes attempted 


-to dictate to Kekewich, who declined to 


take any orders from him, and who re- 
sented his interference. 
Indeed, matters finally reached such a 


pass that Kekewich was compelled to 


place Rhodes under arrest, posting sen- 
tinels at the door of his residence-to pre- 
vent his making trouble or inciting a mu- 
tiny, and threatening to hang him unless 
he kept quiet. 

Rhodes, imperious and masterful 
though he was, ended by being completely 
cowed by Kekewich, but indicated on the 
relief of the city that he was determined 
to get even with him some day.

By. this means, and 
through the agency of the federal reserve 
banks, I hope to give additional aid to that 
already’ given by the treasury department to 
the cotton producers, the cotton Industry, and.

| RAILWAYS, EXPRESS, MARINE | 


Railroads entering Chicago have announced 
a charge of 4 cents per 100 pounds’ for’ less 
than carload trap car service, with a minimum 
of $4 a car, or 10,000 pounds... The new tariff 
will. become effective Dec, 1 unless suspended 
by the interstate commerce commission. The 
consignor is required to pay the new chargés 
in cases of outbound business and the con- 
signee on inbound business. é 

For quantities less than 10,000 pounds an 
additional charge will be made, ranging from 
$1 for amounts between 9,000 and 10,000 pounds 
per car. A charge of 2 cents a hundred pounds 
will be made in the territory east of Pitts- 
burgh and Buffalo,

The interstate commerce commission has 
indefinitely postponed the hearing on the’Chi- 
cago tunnel and lighterage increases which 
the railroads have asked for. The original 
Gate for the opening of the heaning was set 
for Nov. 15. .It is thought that the postpone- 
ment came with the announcement of the trap 
ear charges. The commission undoubtedly will 
take up all the terminal questions at one 
hearing. The railroads are seeking to change 
the present rule of absorbing the tunnel and 
lighterage charges, which have been fm force
